“It is about 20 yards long and eight yards acroa 
the middle.

“The com looks like it has been scorched and is 
riper than the rest. I'm sure it could not be due to the 
soil or weather because the outline is so distinct.'' 

“I just can’t weigh it up. I've never seen anything 
like it before. It's as if the com has shrunk.
